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In September 1870, following France's disastrous declaration 
of the Franco-Prussian War, a succession of defeats at German 
hands left Paris encircled by Prussian troops. From then until 
armistice in January 1871, the last great classic siege of a city 
unfolded. 

Paris was the ville lumiere, at that time the cosmopolitan 
capital of the world. Parisians had come to believe they had the 
best soldiers and weapons possible. The siege, therefore, took 
the city by surprise. Only 12 weeks' supply of food had been 
held in reserve; it had to last for 19. The French army was in fact 
ill-organized and under-equipped. By January, Paris had suf- 
fered brutally at the hands of the Prussians: the city's lights 
extinguished from lack of fuel, the populace reduced to eating 
rats. But before final surrender, Parisians demonstrated their 
well-known ingenuity by sending out 66 manned balloons car- 
rying passengers, homing pigeons, various types of equipment, 
and some ten tons of mail. 

The Paris Siege balloons are therefore of interest to both 
collectors of aeronautica and of postal history. Perhaps the most 
tantalizing aspect for numismatists, however, is the so-called 
ballon jetons du Siege. 


The Siege seems to have given rise to 
an enormous amount of numismatic 
material of various kinds, with over 1500 
different medals, medallions, and to- 
kens recorded. While little is known of 
the vast majority of these, the balloon 
jetons have left us so much in the dark 
that there has never been a full and 
correct listing of them. 

Before attempting to compile such a 
catalogue, we might begin with the 
question of the jetons' source. A de- 
scriptive catalogue from the aerostation 
exhibition of the 1900 Paris Exposition 
confirms what has been an oral tradition 
among Siege of Paris historians: the 
balloon jetons were issued by (trans- 
lated from the French) "a numismatic 
dealer named Thouet, living on quai des 
Grands-Augustins, whose idea it was to 
have them made." 1 

Study of an 1889 catalogue issued by 
C. van Peteghem, a Parisian numismatic 
dealer and auction sale expert, dis- 
closes that a sizable percentage of all 
medals and tokens issued during the 
Siege may well have been done by or for 
Thouet. Many bear his initials along 
with symbols that appear elsewhere but 


without his initials; some medals speci- 
fically mention "le citoyen F. Thouet" 
and are part of a series. 2 In addition, 
certain engravers' records report that 
medals were made for Thouet's account 
during the Siege. 3 

Direct evidence of Thouet's exact in- 
volvement with the balloon jetons is 
extremely difficult to come by, how- 
ever. What is known is that Frederic- 
Theotine-Desire Thouet was born at 
Heudeville in northern France in April 
1815. In 1857, he appears for the first 
time in Paris, as an "antique dealer" lo- 
cated at 5 quai Conti (near the Mint). 
Two years later he moved along to 19 
quai des Grands-Augustins, at which 
address he continued until some time 
late in 1871 or early in 1872, when he 
moved to No. 43 where he lived until his 
death on August 10, 1886. The progress 
of his specialization is really the only 
thing we know about him : he described 
himself first as "antique dealer," later as 
"dealer in medals," then in 1870 as 
"publisher of medals," changed his title 
back to "antique dealer" in 1873 and 
continued to describe himself so until 
1886.

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It is interesting to note that cataloguer 
C. van Peteghem also lived on the quai 
des Grand-Augustins, originally run- 
ning a binding business at no. 26, but 
establishing residence in 1874 at no. 41 
as a "medal dealer." One cannot help 
wondering whether van Peteghem 
bought out Thouet's numismatic busi- 
ness. Unfortunately, we do not know 
when Thouet retired from active busi- 
ness, though he was certainly retired at 
the time of his death. Given his age, it is 
not impossible that he may have retired, 
at least partially, at the time he moved 
from 19 quai des Grands-Augustins to 
no. 43, particularly since the premises 
he occupied at the latter address were 
not at street level and do not appear to 
be designated for business use. This 
may help explain Thouet's declared 
change of title in 1873 from "publisher 
of medals" to "antique dealer." Selling 
antiques out of a flat is a good deal 
easier than conducting a coin and medal 
business, though the latter is of course 
not excluded. 

There were basically two types of je- 
tons issued for the balloon flights out of 
Paris: copper, approximately 30mm in 
diameter; and a lead alloy (referred to at 
the time as etain), approximately 29mm 
in diameter. Thickness of the jetons var- 
ies, and some copper jetons have milled 
edges. 

In most cases, each issue of balloon 
jeton is found in both copper and lead, 
both with the same obverse; the re- 
verses, however, differ. The copper 
jeton reverse bears a border of dots 
surrounding the legend republique 
FRAN fAiSE and in the center the inscrip- 
tion ballon/du siege/de paris with a 
five-pointed star below. The lead jeton 
reverse has a dot-and-stroke border 
around the legend les messagers part-

ie/directeur steenakers, which in turn 
surrounds a pigeon in flight seen from 
above (figs. 1 and 2). 

The obverses of all jetons show the 
same small balloon in the center, but 
the legend and border vary for each 
Siege balloon (fig. 3). There is one ex-

ception: the jeton (only copper exists) 
for the Armand-Barbes balloon bears in 
effect two obverses, with different 
legends on the two (see list). Other less 
important exceptions to the rule will be 
noted in the list following this article. 

Compilation of this list of balloon je- 
tons began with research of the three 
largest collections of the medals. Two of 
the collections, consisting of 75 and 70 
jetons each, are in private hands in 
Paris; the third (59 jetons) is at the Paris 
Postal Museum. Other collections 
checked against these three and a 
careful watch of salerooms and dealers 
over a period of ten years have since 
produced no additional material. 

To verify that the pieces in the mod- 
ern collections were legitimate Siege 
jetons, they were compared with lists 
from sales taking place in Paris in 1874, 
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Beautiful invention; mounting heavenward, so 
beautifully — so unguidably! Emblem of much

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1881 , 1883, 1884, 1890, and 1925. The 
most authoritative document, however, 
turned out to be the 1889 van Peteghem 
catalogue already cited. The list pre- 
sented in this catalogue contains every 
jeton — and only those jetons — found 
in at least one of the three large modern 
collections. (The 19th century sale 
catalogues support the van Peteghem 
list completely.) It may therefore be 
assumed that the list at the end of this 
article represents the authentic Siege 
balloon jetons: a total of 83 copper or 
lead medallions for various balloons, 
plus a copper jeton, balloon only, no 
legend on the face. 

So far, the story seems quite 
straightforward . . . but the word "au- 
thentic" says that such is not the case. In 
fact, there exist a considerable number 
of balloon jetons (here designated as 
"posterior" jetons) which are not au- 
thentic 19th-century Siege jetons and 
were not in the van Peteghem listing. 

Many of these "posterior" jetons are 
for balloons for which no legitimate 
jeton exists. In his 1889 catalogue van 
Peteghem states categorically (trans- 
lated from the French): "There were 
also many other balloons for which no 
medals exist. Here is the list of them : La 
Bataille de Paris, le Bayard, la Bretagne, 
la Cita di Firenze, le Colonel Charras, le 
Davy, la Delivrance, le Duquesne, les 
Etats-Unis, le Fulton, le General Uhrich, 
le Georges Sand, les Jumeaux, le Merlin 
de Douai, le Monde Industriel, le 
Monge, le Niepce, la Normandie, le 
Rouget de I'lsle, la Villette et le Volta." 

The 19th-century sale catalogues 
support van Peteghem's statement, but 
nevertheless, such jetons are to be 
found, both in the market today and in 
certain collections. What are their 
characteristics and why can they be as- 
sumed to be "posterior"? 

1. All are in lead or in a white metal 
alloy of a curious yellowish-white color 
resembling aluminum in its luster and 
feel. (The merits of soft lead as a metal 
for an amateur medal-maker must be 
obvious.) 

2. The obverses are struck from the 
original dies, but the reverses are usu-

ally incorrect (fig. 4). Whereas legiti- 
mate lead jetons have the pigeon re- 
verse, these almost always show a re- 
verse with the central inscription 
ballon/du/si£ge (sic)/DE paris. Note that 
this is a four line inscription, not the 
three line reverse of the true copper 
jetons. Moreover, the border of this re- 
verse is not the dotted border, but a 
rope or cord border; a different motif is 
also found beneath the central legend. 

3. Occasionally these "posterior" je- 
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tons are struck with the correct pigeon 
reverse. How then can they be recog- 
nized? 

Invariably, these jetons are crudely 
struck resulting in an untrimmed rim 
between die and collar, often uneven in 
thickness and standing higher than the 
level of the central portion of the jeton. 
Comparison with any of the authentic 
jetons makes the difference unmistaka- 
ble. The "posterior" jetons are also al- 
ways at least 30mm in diameter (fig. 5). 


For certain medals there are other 
clues. Whereas the original and au- 
thentic jeton for the balloon Le Celeste 
states clearly that the pilot was "Carton" 
Tissandier, the "posterior" jetons all say 
"Gaston" Tissandier, the correct name. 
The interesting point about this is that 
the original obverse die for this jeton 
still exists and shows that the die was 
corrected by some more-or-less 
amateur hand. Similarly, the "illegiti- 
mate" jetons for the Parmentier balloon

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show a fractured face; since the legiti- 
mate jetons are all perfect, it is apparent 
that the die was cracked during man- 
ufacture of the "posterior" medallions. 

There is other evidence in addition to 
the physical appearance of the pieces 
themselves. For instance, no "post- 
erior" jeton is found in sale catalogues 
prior to 1925. The first appearance of 
what we call the "posterior" jetons is in 
the 1925 catalogue of the Paris dealer 
Charles Florange. 3 This lists a jeton in 
etain , 30mm diameter, described as: 
"Vi lie de Florence 25 sept 1870 , part du 
Boulevard d'ltalie , Gab. Man gin. R: Re- 
publique Franqaise , Ballon du Siege de 
Paris." It is said to be from the Mangin 
collection. Other "posterior" jetons are 
found in collections purchased in Paris 
in the 1920's and 1930's. 

On page 66 of the aerostation 
catalogue of the 1900 Paris Exposition, 
we read (translated from the French): 
"Commemorative medals were issued 
every time a balloon left Paris . . . They 
were in lead or copper and at each new 
flight the public was eager to buy them. 
These inelegant (common) medals, to- 
gether with the dies, are in the Tissan- 
dier collection." 4 A collection of these 
dies, together with a large collection of 
legitimate jetons, was sold by Tissan- 
dier's grandson at a Paris auction in 
1974. Correction of Tissandier's first 
name on the die for the Celeste flight 
now appears logical and may be a clue 
to the source of the posterior jetons. 
The clinching point is that this large 
collection sold in 1974 does not include 


the correct die for the reverse of the 
copper jetons, but there is the four line 
"Ballon du Siege (sic) de Paris" die, as 
well as the pigeon reverse die. One can 
only conjecture whether the "correct" 
die had vanished or whether it was de- 
liberately not used, perhaps destroyed, 
in order to ensure that "posterior" je- 
tons could be easily distinguished from 
legitimate 1870-1871 jetons. 

Recognition points for these post- 
erior jetons can be summed up as: al- 
ways lead or white metal; usually in- 
correct reverse; amateur strike. The 
writer has seen several hundred of 
these jetons; fortunately, most have 
been in a very poor condition, corroded 
so as to be now virtually unreadable. 
Nevertheless, the existence of these 
"posterior" strikes has complicated the 
task of compiling an accurate catalog of 
Siege balloon jetons. Since all are rare, 
it has always automatically been as- 
sumed that any jeton was a real jeton, 
particularly since the obverses of the 
"posterior" ones were struck from the 
original dies. 

The list that follows represents an ini- 
tial attempt at cataloguing the balloon 
jetons. As this article has attempted to 
point out, however, there are still many 
questions concerning the issue of the 
jetons that remain as yet unanswered: 
Who designed the dies, who struck the 
medals, how many were struck, how 
were they sold, when were they actually 
issued? Clues, comments, and infor- 
mation from readers of this article will, 
of course, be warmly welcomed.

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With the opening of the first branch of the Interborough 
Rapid Transit Company on October 27, 1904, New York City 
became the seventh metropolis in the world to pioneer the 
construction and operation of a passenger subway system. 
Since the company could not claim the first subway, it went on 
to be the first by way of station decor, mosaics, and presentation 
items.

For the opening of the Interborough 
on October 27th, the city celebrated; 
bells were rung all day and foghorns 
sounded. In addition, several speeches 
were delivered at city hall, where in 1900 
construction of the IRT was begun. In all 
it was a day rarely to be equaled in the 
great city's history. 

Toward the end of the long cere- 
mony, Mayor George McClellan de- 
clared the subway officially open. Au- 
gust Belmont, financier of the new 
company, added, "I give you this con- 
troller, Mr. Mayor, with the request that 
you put in operation this great road, and 
start it on its course of success and, I 
hope, safety." The controller, which is 


the major tool in the operation of a 
subway train, was made of engraved 
silver. Mayor McClellan took August 
Belmont's words literally, and he him- 
self directed the first train on nine of the 
eleven miles opened that first day. 

Mr. Belmont, as financier, was al- 
lowed a few liberties. One of these was 
his own director's car. The car, named 
the Mineola, cost the company 
$11,429.40. The appointments included 
mahogany inlay, twelve leather chairs, 
cut glass vases, extra wide windows, 
and a galley. But the pride of the stew- 
ard and of Mr. Belmont was a sterling 
silver serving tray, in which was en- 
graved a system map. In following

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years, as the system grew and new sta- 
tions were put into operation , the plate 
was re-engraved with the changes and 
additions. 

The major numismatic item of the IRT 
opening, which is not shown being 
worn by any of the officials in the pub- 
lished photographs, is a silver medal. 
This looped piece has on the obverse: 

RAPID TRANSIT CELEBRATION / OCTOBER 
27th 1904 and under the portrait of each 
of the men, their names: geo. b. 

MCCLELLAN. ALEX E. ORR. AUGUST BEL- 
MONT. The reverse of the 45mm pre- 
sentation medal has the legend: rapid 

TRANSIT SUBWAY / COMMENCED BY / 
SUBWAY CONSTRUCTION / COMPANY / 
AUGUST BELMONT / PRESIDENT. / MARCH 
24TH 1900. / OPENED BY / INTERBOROUGH 
RAPID TRANSIT / COMPANY. / OCTOBER 
27TH 1904. (fig. 1). 

In 1912, while Belmont August enter- 
tained guests on the Mineola, ground 
breaking ceremonies were underway 
for additions to the Brooklyn- 
Manhattan Transit Company (BMT), the 
Interborough's main competitor. The 
BMT was extending its present Fourth 
Avenue subway (Brooklyn) from 43rd 
Street to a southern terminus at 89th 
Street. For the occasion a grandstand 
was erected south of 68th Street. On the 
appointed day, October 26, 1912, the

borough president of Brooklyn and the 
state public service commissioner 
gathered on the stand to watch a parade 
of firemen, soldiers, the BMT band, and 
several groups of school children. The 
formal ceremonies took place just be-

fore an early dinner, with Chairman 
Wilcox and Borough President 
McAneny both giving speeches. 

To commemorate this occasion, a 
three part badge exists. The metal is 
brass, with an off-white ribbon. The top 
bar has an ornamental border and the 
word committee. The main badge part is 
uniface, except for the manufacturer's 
name: dieges & clust / 20 John st. ny. 
The obverse of the badge has on the 
right a standing lady, representing New 
York, holding a wreath and a flaming 
torch. On the left part of the 36mm 
contour-edged piece is an insert motif, 
in which a man is turning a spadeful of 
earth. These words appear in a flowing 
manner: fourth ave / subway / 

celebration. Belov* all is the date oct. 
26, 1912 (fig. 2). In a group photograph of 
participants in the New York Times the 
next day, only three medals are shown 
worn. 
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The third medal known to have been 
issued in connection with the NY sub- 
way system is a presentation piece by 
the Chamber of Commerce of the State 
of New York. The obverse of the medal 
presents a scene of two trains running in 
a tunnel below the arms of the City of 
New York. This framed tunnel view is 
bordered on the lower half by laurel 
branches, and in the center of the lower 
frame is the seal of the New York State 
Chamber of Commerce flanked by the 
dates 1894 - 1904 on a ribbon. This whole 
work is encompassed by a ribbon on 
which is inscribed: suggested by the 

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE • AUTHORIZED BY 
THE STATE • CONSTRUCTED BY THE CITY. The 
reverse of this medal has the following 
legend enclosed in a laurel wreath: 

PRESENTED BY / THE CHAMBER OF 
COMMERCE / OF THE STATE OF NEW YORK 
to / [ a box for an engraved 
name ] / in recognition of his 

SERVICES / AS A MEMBER OF THE RAPID 

transit commission. Below the wording 
and just above the wreath is a winged 
wheel, and below the laurel is the name 
of the minter, tiffany & co. (fig. 3). 
There were seven members on the 
original Rapid Transit Commission, but 
it is unknown when the medals were 
presented. 

In addition to the three subway med- 
als mentioned so far, the dual subway 
contract medals discussed in the first 
part of this article ( The Numismatist , 


January 1978) should be included here. 
The "signing of the contracts" medal 
described on pages 27-28 of the earlier 
article is now reputed to have been 
struck in silver and gold in addition to 
the stated bronze, although it appears 
that none of the gold or silver remain. 

For the period 1915 to 1978, no NY 
subway medals are known to exist. This 
past year, however, a new three part 
medal has been designed and struck. 
The new medal, issued in four different 
grades , recognizes heroic action by an 
employee or civilian. Them inch medal 
is suspended from a two-tone blue rib- 
bon, light blue on the left and dark blue 
on the right, the colors of the control- 
ling agency of the T ransit Authority, the 
Metropolitan Transportation Authority. 
The design of the medal includes the 
new NYCTA motif, a skyline view of the 
city of New York under which is an out- 
line of the five boroughs, with a bus and 
subway car superimposed on the map. 
Around this central device is the grade 
of the medal (fig. 4). The four grades 
with their mintages and metal content 
are: Extraordinary Heroism, 103, gold 
plated bronze; Heroism, 253, silver 
plated bronze; Extraordinary Perfor- 
mance, 253, silver plated bronze; 
Superior Performance, 503, bronze. 
Around the border of the obverse is a 
rope design. The reverse is left blank for 
possible engraving. 

This now brings us up to date on NY

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subway medals; the companies' tokens 
prove to be just as numerous and elu- 
sive. 

With the takeover and unification of 
the three separate subway lines (Inter- 
borough, Independent, and Brooklyn- 
Manhattan) into the New York City 
Transit System in 1940, came a new fare 
structure: an additional two cents for 



transfers and only three cents (rather 
than the full fare five cents) for children. 

Starting late in 1939, many of the 
Brooklyn streetcars and some of the 
buses had Perry Super Stiles installed 
for better control of fare collection. To- 
kens also came into play when a pas- 
senger boarded a car with a transfer (fig. 
5). (See tables A, B, and C for a complete 
listing of bus and trolley lines for which 
transfers were issued.) The transfer was 
surrendered, and the driver gave the 
passenger a token the size of a nickel 
which allowed the passenger through 
the turnstile. If a three cent child's fare 
was paid, the driver gave the party a 
larger token, noted below, and this was 
placed in a second slot in the turnstile. 
On an average day a driver issued only 
ten or less of these three cent tokens. 

The most common tokens, which 
have on the obverse the legend new 
YORK CITY TRANSIT SYSTEM / B.M.T. DIV. 

transfer token, and on the reverse 
across center issued in exchange / for 
transfer, are 22mm and made of white 
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Five cent Ticket used on the IRT in 1904 


metal (CN). Meyer & Wenthe of Chicago 
made 70,000 of these between the years 
1940 and 1947. Other manufacturers 
also issued these tokens in white metal, 
steel, and brass (fig. 6). A second de- 
sign, issued only in brass, was made up- 
in the late forties with the same word- 
ing, but in a modified format (fig. 7). On 
this second type an error exists in that 
the word transfer is in the company 
name, rather than transit (fig. 7a). 
These tokens were never used. 

For use on some of the turnstiled 
buses in Manhattan was a third token, 
designed in 22mm white metal. This 
third type is similar to the two previous 
tokens except that Manhattan bus div. 
replaces b.m.t. div. on the obverse. A 
mintage of 5,000 is recorded for 1949 
(fig. 8). As the tokens were being issued, 
however, the use of turnstiles gave way 
again to the fare box. Thus, few of these 
saw use. 

As compared with the adult transfer 
tokens, the children's half fare token 
reads: new york city transit 

SYSTEM / B.M.T. DIV. / HALF FARE TOKEN, 

and on the reverse: issued in exchange 
for / three cents. These tokens are 
brass, 24mm in diameter, and have a 
center hole, so they can be looped on 
wire by the operators (fig. 9). 
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With the advent of the 10# fare, all of 
the tokens mentioned so far went out of 
use and into the vaults. Tokens issued 
from that time (1950's) to 1970 are dis- 
cussed in the The Numismatist article of 
January 1978. 

When the NYCTA made it known that 
the fare was to be increased from 35 to 
50 cents in September 1974, the Transit 
Authority public relations department 
passed out to the press a new token. 
The token, which the Transit Authority 
said would be used, actually was not, 
due to the fact that there was no rush to 
hoard the old ones. (This also meant 
changing 4,000 turnstiles.) The token is 
solid, 21mm in diameter, and made of 
brass which acquires a coppery tone 
after some use (fig. 10). The same 
legend in use since 1953 was again in- 
scribed: NEW YORK CITY / TRANSIT 
authority / nyc and on the reverse: 
good for / one fare / nyc. Com- 
petitive bidding for the token was won 
by Roger Williams Mint of Rhode Island 
for 35 million pieces. A first for the 
transit token is that the common mill- 
ing, which is usually raised, is incuse on 
this unused token. Barring a few sam- 
ples, all others are, for now, in storage. 

The second token which was minted 
recently but never placed in use is one 
for the John F. Kennedy Airport Express 
Special. This new route of the system 
gathers passengers at seven locations in 
Manhattan and one in Brooklyn. It then 
proceeds non-stop to Howard Beach 
Station, where passengers are trans- 
ferred to a bus for the ride to their air- 
line terminals. The tokens are made of 


white metal and are again solid, with a 
diameter of 24mm. They have the stan- 
dard Transit Authority obverse, but the 
reverse reads: special fare nyc. The 
milling is raised as usual (fig. 11). 

These tokens, then, were intended 
for use at Howard Beach; however, as 
some may know, in city government 
there's a lack of communication attime. 
This is a classic example: Five hundred 
thousand tokens were ordered from 
Roger Williams Mint by one city de- 
partment. At the same time, another 
department ordered from the Globe 
Ticket Co. a huge supply of three-part 
tickets, for four different fare prices: 
$1 .00 — good for JFK bus one way to the 
city; $1 .50 — good for JFK bus and local 
train to the city; $3.00 — good for JFK 
train and bus from Manhattan; and 
$3.50 — good for JFK train and bus from 
JFK. Illustrated is a $3 ticket (fig. 12). 

The third token not used by the 
Transit Authority, mainly because as of 
this writing a rejected poor striking has 
delayed release until late September or 
early October, is a special issue cele- 
brating the 75th anniversary of the 
opening of the IRT in 1904. It is hoped 
this token will circulate concurrently 
with the present 23mm token. This new 
issue is designed to be 23mm, solid, and 
made from the brass of the 16mm to- 
kens now held in storage (the most 
common tokens used between 1953 and 
1970). 

As now planned, the design of this 
issue will have on the obverse a radiant 
diamond, under which will be a side 
view of a closed-end subway car, and 
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the legend: diamond / jubilee / 

SEVENTY-FIFTH / ANNIVERSARY / NYC 

subway / 1904 - 1979 . The reverse will 
read, again under a radiant diamond: 
NYC SUBWAY / 1904-1979 / PEOPLE 

moving / people. Under this will be a 
kiosk, the standard covering for the 
subway stairs of the Interborough Sys- 
tem and an effective device for keeping 
rainwater off the platforms (fig 13). (It is 
interesting to note that, similar to the 
Metropolitan Transportation Authority 
medal, the diamond jubilee token does 
not once mention the three indepen- 
dent companies which were absorbed 
into the NYCTA, now under the MTA's 
jurisdiction.) The only other diamond 
jubilee numismatic item now planned is 
a special antiqued silver token the same 
design as the brass token described, 
which will be sold at a premium. Min- 
tage for the brass token has been estab- 
lished at 10 million, but neither the 
minter nor verification of the silver issue 
has as yet been released. 

The possibility of future tokens being 
issued for use by the New York City 
T ransit Authority is most unlikely. Many 
of the major stations have already in- 


stalled exact change turnstiles, and an 
NYCTA study on exact fare collection 
has shown acceptance by the public. 
Since subway fare now costs the city 
approximately 77#, it is entirely possible 
that in the next non-election year for 
governor and mayor (1983), the fare 
could be raised to one dollar, and the 
new Susan B. Anthony dollar, because 
of its small size, could then serve as 
exact fare. But given city planning, the 
move could be sooner than expected, 
and this time even the vecturist would 
not benefit, let alone the New Yorker.

Type-List Definition! Theory and Application 


Norwegian Coinage: An Application 

The type-list definition can best be illustrated through an actual application. I have 
chosen to use Norway as an example for two reasons. (1) The generality of the 
definition was designed for application to foreign coinages. Norway's coinage is one 
with which I am familiar. (2) Paul Johansen's proposed type-list cannot strictly serve 
as an example for this paper. Although the two type-lists are similar, it would be 
necessary to make a few changes to bring the two into complete accord. 

Norway's political/numismatic history lends itself quite well to the logical specifi- 
cation of sub-levels. One might make distinctions based on the reign of a king, 
periods of political control by Denmark or Sweden, the pre-post-krone system, etc. 
The type-list presented here will cover all regular and commemorative coinage 
issued by the Norwegian government since 1905, the date of final independence 
from Swedish control. Please note that the list will not cover all Norwegian coinage. 
In this particular type-list, the first 900 years of Norwegian coinage are excluded. The 
period covered, on the other hand, could have been even more strictly defined. For 
example, I could have limited the type-list to the coinage of the reign of one king or 
to the brief Quisling period. However, I have chosen to cover the broad period, 1905 
to date, and I will arrange the list according to denomination.

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however, and stare at me, waiting, 
and so I feel compelled to ask them: 
well, but have they heard the one 
about the new Susan B. Anthony 
dollar? It is a joke I have heard 
somewhere, I think maybe it is 
something a numismatist might like, 
but now I am feeling a little confused 
and cannot exactly remember the 
punch line — something about 
renaming it the Jimmy Carter dollar 
. . . The J.C. Penny . . .? The man 
across the aisle nods politely, turns 
back to the woman next to him. 

" . . . National Coin Week . . I hear 
him say. "Notaphily," she replies. 

I return to my United States Mint 
bag, search inside for the pair of 
pierced penny earrings I bought from 
the vendor with the large striped 
umbrella outside the back door of the 
Mint. A young numismatist sitting 
next to me sees the earrings, shakes 
his head. "So they're going to get you 


too," he says. I don't know exactly 
what he means. And so I smile/ Yes, 
perhaps. I only know it has been a 
good day. It has, in fact, been a good 
week. 

But let me tell you about these 
numismatists — and this week they 
call the summer seminar. It's the 
biggest seminar ever, they say. There 
are over 130 participants this year. 
They've come here to Colorado 
Springs, the Colorado College campus, 
from Massachusetts, Florida, Texas, 
Illinois — all parts of the country. 

On Saturday, June 23, they began 
arriving. And on Saturday they were 
greeted by two major events — the 
ANA summer booksale and the 
Colorado Springs summer tornado. 

The former is an annual event handled

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library staff which this year raised a 
total of $720.40. The latter was not 
officially ANA sanctioned. 

But there was no need to worry 
about the numismatists. All made it 
safely through both winds and 
bargains to the official opening of the 
seminar week on Sunday, June 24. 

This year the week began with a 
ribbon cutting for a new exhibition at 
the ANA museum, the Elliott Markoff 
Exhibit of Presidential Memorabilia. 
Markoff, who came to the U.S. from 
Poland at age 21, has compiled a most 
unusual collection over the past 15 
years — official engraved portraits of 
each of the 38 Presidents of the United 
States, along with an actual (not 
facsimile) signature and coins dated 
the year of each President's birth, the 
year of his inauguration, and the year 
of his death. Seminar participants who 
attended the opening received a 
souvenir from Mr. Markoff — a scroll 
with portraits and historical 
information on the 38 Presidents. 

A get-acquainted hour and 
educational program featuring Ed 
Fleischmann's photo tour of the 
Philadelphia Mint followed the exhibit 
opening. Slides for the program were 
provided by Arnold Margolis of Error 
Trends Coin Magazine ; Ed came 
compliments of the ANACS staff. 

Monday morning, then, after an 
introduction to the Colorado College 
campus, activities, and facilities by 
summer session dean Gilbert Johns, 
the numismatists and I began our 
week of seminar classes. This year 
there are four courses running 
concurrently throughout the week: 
coin photography, authentication, 
grading, and history of coin collecting. 

In coin photography, Ed 
Fleischmann is busy taking 
seminarians through the basics of 
photography — from a general 
discussion of cameras and film on 
through the practical steps of taking 
and printing photos. Ed began the 
week by testing his class's powers of 
observation. He showed the students a 
close-up of a rock formation in nearby

A third member of the ANACS staff, 
John Hunter, is running the coin 
authentication course with nearly 60 
seminarians enrolled, the largest 
number of participants ever. His 
emphasis this year is on die study, 
both counterfeit and genuine. He 
began on Monday with an 
introduction to minting procedures, 
then proceeded to studies of slides of 
counterfeit and genuine coins, with 
some slides of alterations. Now in the 
latter part of the week, John's students 
are all getting their turns at the 
microscopes, studying counterfeit 
coins with comparison genuine coins 
from the ANA museum. People come 
away from this course in 
authentication, the numismatists this 
week have been telling me, feeling 
more positive about their abilities in 
detecting counterfeit coins and with a 
better grip on how to look at coins for 
specific characteristics. The group this 
year is turning out to be one of the 
most knowledgeable and dedicated to 
pass through summer seminar, 
according to instructor John, a veteran 
of 10 years teaching for the seminar.

A second year instructor in the 
seminar, Ken Bressett, editor of the 
1980 Red Book A Guide Book of United 
States Coins, is conducting the course 
in coin grading again this year. Ken is 
being assisted by ANACS staff 
member Tom DeLorey. The class, Ken 
emphasizes, is not a course in instant 
grading. Rather, he is exploring with 
his students how people go about 
learning to grade. During this week, 
Ken's class of 50 students has been 
trying to learn first what a perfect coin 
should look like, by studying various 
minting processes and variables that 
could affect the appearance of a coin. 
Then, to test their knowledge, 
students have been trying their own 
hand at grading coins in the ANA 
museum. According to Ken, the 
seminarians have been pleasantly 
surprised at how accurate their 
grading is turning out to be. Many 
students, he says, came into the class 
somewhat awed, thinking there was 
something mysterious about grading 
and that they would be handed some 
type of magical key or that they would 
simply begin memorizing coins and 
their grades. But in Ken's class, 
seminarians are being introduced to 
grading as an analytical process, one 
involving many relative factors. They 
are discovering that if they can 
understand a coin's particular

background, the grading itself will 
follow easily enough. 

In David Bower's class on the 
history of coin collecting, seminarians 
received a copy of the Red Book which 
they are using as a text to pursue such 
questions as why a particular coin was 
struck, who made it, and how rare the 
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Main Street, Cripple Creek, Colorado, 1979

coin is. Students are also getting an 
overview of the history of coin 
collecting itself in the United States, 
touching on such topics as the opening 
of the U.S. Mint in 1792, the first sale 
of proof coins to collectors, the 
numismatic market in the 1860's and 
1870's, the formation of the ANA, and 
the history of certain commemorative 
coins. David's class also was treated to 
a special piece of Colorado history and 
numismatics through talks by guest 
speakers William Henderson, treasurer 


of the ANA, and ANA governor Adna 
Wilde, both of whom have a deep 
personal interest in Colorado 
numismatics. The two talked on the 
history of Cripple Creek and Victor, 
old mining towns on the western slope 
of Pikes Peak. Cripple Creek, the 
seminarians learned, was once called 
the world's greatest gold camp, from 
1891 until the early 20th century, 
yielding nearly a half billion dollars 
worth of gold from nearly 500 mines in 
the district. On Friday of this week, 
David's class will visit the Cripple 
Creek area and tour the many 
buildings and mines that remain from 
its golden era, many in their original 
condition.

And then, these numismatists and I 
have been keeping ourselves busy 
during breaks and in the evenings 
with the sorts of sight-seeing full 
fledged tourists come to Colorado and 
Colorado Springs for. There are the 
mountains, after all, and Garden of 
the Gods and the Air Force Academy. 
And there are all the activities here on 
the campus of Colorado College itself 
— swimming and tennis, flicks and 
concerts, and visits to the Fine Arts 
Center. For the studious, there are also 
the libraries, both Colorado College 
and the ANA, open each night for 
special research projects or just 
prowling. And for the not so studious, 
there is roller skating. Something, as 
the expression goes, for everyone. 

Which brings us back to one other 
activity of the week, this field trip to 
the Denver Mint. It has been a good 
day, as I've said. Lunch in Denver's 
historic Brown Palace, a luxury hotel 
built in 1892; some time for 
sightseeing; and then the tour of the 
Mint.

1912 THE NUMISMATIST 


My comments in the August issue, pre- 
pared prior to the St. Louis Convention, 
were directed primarily to the 
numbered-seat, staggered-term election 
procedure. Let us analyze the effect of 
that procedure on the 1979 election. 

When you received your ballots, it was 
obvious to many of you that you could 
not vote for the seven candidates of your 
choice. Possibly two of your favorites 
were running for one seat and three for 
another. In such case, you were required 
to vote for your eighth, ninth, and tenth 
choices if you wished to vote for seven 
candidates. 

Looking at the numbered-seat results, we find that four losing candi- 
dates received more votes than one winning candidate and two losing 
candidates received more votes than two winning candidates. The 
candidates who received the fourth and sixth highest number of votes 
were defeated. As one winning candidate had no opponent, his votes 
were not counted. 

Any vacancy on the Board will be filled by the candidate who lost his 
bid for a numbered seat by the least number of votes. If a vacancy 
occurs, itwill be filled by the losingcandidate who received 1 ,911 votes, 
although eight other losing candidates received more votes, including 
two losers with 5,477 and 4,622 votes respectively. 

You have now learned from the numismatic publications that the 
former Board, by a five-to-four vote, rescinded the numbered-seat, 
staggered-term procedure. The former Board, by a five-to-four vote, 
also revoked the provision of the bylaws providing for two publications 
in The Numismatist of bylaw amendments that affect the structure of 
the Board of Governors or the basic operation of the Association. I 
proposed the rescission because the publication provision, by reason 
of its omissions and vagueness, raised many questions that could not be 
answered and caused dispute and confusion. I am in the process of 
preparing a meaningful publication provision to be submitted to the 
Board in February. 

The new Board unanimously adopted a resolution forthe submission 
of a questionnaire asking members to choose between the election of 
seven governors at large and the election of governors to numbered 
seats. The questionnaire will also ask members to make a choice be- 
tween four-year staggered terms and two-year terms. A majority of the 
Board decided that the inclusion of the regional election choice in the 
questionnaire would create confusion and prevent a meaningful re- 
sponse with respect to the numbered-seat procedure. 

Notwithstanding my strong objection to the procedure used in the 
1979 election, I shall abide by the wishes of a majority of the members. 
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Grading Considerations 

After six months of operation the ANACS Grading Service continues to progress as 
expected, though with a much greater volume of business than was originally 
thought likely. Partly because of this volume the return time for coins submitted for 
grading continues to be long, a problem that is slowly being overcome.

The basic procedures have not 
changed. A coin submitted for grading 
must also be submitted for authentica- 
tion, unless the coin has previously 
been certified by ANACS. In this case 
the original certificate must be returned 
to ANACS along with the coin in ques- 
tion, and the coin will be returned to the 
owner along with the new certificate. 
Coins cannot be graded from old 
certificates or any other type of 
photograph. 

The reasons for requiring authentica- 
tion along with grading are that this 
eliminates the possibility of a grading 
certificate so issued being mis- 
construed as a certificate of authentic- 
ity, and enables the next owner of the 
coin to be sure that the coin graded on 
the certificate is the same as the one 
pictured on the certificate. This office 
has heard rumors of false ANACS grad- 
ing certificates accompanying coins 
being offered for sale, though sup- 


posedly they bore no resemblance to 
the genuine ANACS certificates illus- 
trated with this article. 

After a coin submitted for grading is 
photographed, weighed and deter- 
mined to be authentic, it is given a pre- 
liminary grade by each of the three au- 
thenticators on the ANACS staff. Once 
this is done the majority of the coins are 
then sent on to various consultants, 
each a specialist in one or more series of 
U.S. coins. 

At present ANACS uses approxi- 
mately 20 grading consultants, both 
dealers and private collectors. Each of 
the consultants is well known for his 
knowledge in his own particular field, 
though for reasons of security and pri- 
vacy we do not give out the names of 
any of the collector or dealer 
consultants. 

Upon return of the coins from the 
consultants, the consultants' grades are 
recorded on the "request for certifica- 
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tion" forms along with the preliminary 
grades of the ANACS staff. If the staff 
and the consultant are in agreement or 
near agreement the final grade is then 
arrived at, or if not, then the coin is sent 
to a second or even a third consultant. 
Only in three or four cases have the staff 
and three consultants been unable to 
arrive at a grade, in which case the coin 
was returned to its owner without a 
grade and the grading fee refunded. 

Under no circumstances does ANACS 
ever include statements such as Full 
Head, Split Bands or Full Steps in either 
the description or the grading of a coin, 
since such fine distinctions are not 
considered to be a part of the purpose 
of this office. Likewise we will not use 
the term Proof-Like to describe or grade 
a coin. 

It might be noted here that this office 
has seen coins that have had "Split 
Bands" or been "Proof-Like" without 
being in Mint State condition, the un- 
fortunate owners having assumed, in- 
correctly, that the presence of one or 
the other quality insured that the coin 
had not seen circulation. In actuality 
these and other similar qualities have 
absolutely no relation to grading. 

A determination of whether a coin is 
Proof or not, however, is included in 
basic authentication fee, regardless of 
whether grading is requested. If the 
grading of a Proof coin is then desired, a 
grading fee must accompany the coin. 
Proof coins are graded using the same 
numerical grades as business strike 
coins, only with the letters PF before the 
numbers rather than MS, AU, EF, etc. 
Examples of this would be PF-60/60, PF- 
50/50, PF-40/40, etc. 

Each grade is given in the form of one 
or two initials for the grade (excepting 
Fair, which is spelled out) and two num- 
bers separated by a / sign, the first 
number referring to the grade of the 
obverse and the second to the reverse 
grade. In most cases the two numbers 
will be the same, though in some cases 
they will differ by two or more points. In 
cases where the differences between 
the two sides are significant, different 
letter grades may also be applied. 

Such split grading will be done 


wherever applicable, though it seemsto 
apply more to the higher grades where 
finer distinctions are possible. In addi- 
tion to the grades of AU-55, MS-60, 
MS-65 and MS-70 defined in The Official 
ANA Grading Standards for United 
States Coins , the ANACS Grading Ser- 
vice uses the grades of AU-58, MS-63 
and MS-67 for coins that are dem- 
onstrably better than the next lower 
grade but not completely up to the next 
higher set of standards. 

The grade of AU-58 is, however, rarely 
used by this office, as it is generally 
(though not always) applied to coins 
which have probably never seen circu- 
lation but which nevertheless have ac- 
quired traces of wear. These are most 
often 20th Century coins on which the 
design is higher than the rim and thus 
unprotected, the 1907 High Relief $20 
coin being a good example of this. In 
only one case to date has the grading 
service issued a grade such as AU-58/ 
MS-60, where the coin was worn on one 
side but Mint State on the other. 

Morgan dollars continue to be the 
coin most frequently submitted for 
grading, with Peace dollars close be- 
hind. Cold coins submitted for grading 
tend to be common-date type coins, 
while lower denomination coins tend to 
be key dates such as 1909-S VDB and 
1922 "No D" cents, the latter piece 
being particularly hard to grade due to 
the poor striking quality of the coins as 
issued. Early silver and copper coins, 
which are received in steady though not 
large numbers, are usually sent to at 
least two grading consultants for similar 
reasons. 

Complaints concerning the Grading 
Service have been encouragingly few, 
and have generally concerned our re- 
fusal to include such striking charac- 
teristics as were mentioned earlier. 
Nevertheless a few people have sin- 
cerely questioned the grades assigned 
their coins, and in these cases the same 
reexamination policy applies as to all 
coins sent to ANACS. 

This policy simply states that any 
person who is unhappy with the ANACS 
opinion on his coin, whether it relates 
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to authenticity or grading, may submit 
that coin for a free reexamination by 
sending us the coin, the certificate (if 
any) and return postage for the coin. 
Should the ANACS determination of 
either the authenticity or the grade 


change after additional consultants 
have looked at the coin, a new certifi- 
cate will be issued and the return post- 
age fee refunded. If no change is made 
the coin and the original certificate (if 
any) will be returned to the owner.

Slide Program Expanded 

The ANA library staff is pleased to announce the addition of four new slide sets to 
the Visual Education Program of the American Numismatic Association. Two sets are 
additions to the Seaby's slide series. SS14, entitled 'The Helenistic Monarchies — 
Alexander the Great to Cleopatra VII," portrays the coinage of those rulers who took 
overand divided Alexander's kingdom after his death in 323 B.C.Thethree kingdoms 
which emerged were the Ptolemaic in Egypt, the Seleucid and Macedon. 

The second set from Seaby's to be added is "The Coinage of Republican Rome" 
(SS15). Beginning with a struck bronze coin from Naples circa 326 B.C., this settraces 
the development of coinage in Republican Rome to the early imperial coinage of the 
latter half of the first century B.C. 

The other two slide programs being added were developed by ANA members. Set 
no. 42 is "Ships and Boats on Modern Coins" and was compiled by ANA member 
C.C. Andrews. It is a history of the development of fighting and cargo ships as 
portrayed on the modern coins of 38countries. Leroy C. Van Allen developed set no. 
43 on "Morgan Dollar Varieties." This set contains 33 slides which show varieties 
through the use of microphotography. 

Efforts are also being made to improve the usability of the older slide sets. New 
slide mounts are being used which are no thicker than cardboard mounts and which 
will fit in most standard home slide projectors. Costs forbid changing all sets to the 
thinner mounts immediately, but they will be used in all newly added sets and as the 
older mounts wear out, sets will be put in the new holders. In addition, notes forthe 
newly added sets are being typed with a larger typewriter face to facilitate reading. 

Several improvements have also been made on some older sets. The very popular 
set no. 7, "Famous Women on Coins and Medals," has been duplicated and there are 
now four copies available for loan. 

The slide program is also becoming multi-lingual. Set no. 3B (U.S. Types, 3£ Pieces 
Through 20£) and set no. 17 (Coins with Special Significance) have been translated 
into Spanish by the Sociedad Numismatica de Puerto Rico, and Lt. Col. Clarence 
Schell of the Heidelburg Coin Club has translated set no. 29 (Commemorative Coins 
of the Weimar Republic, 1919-1933) into German. When ordering, please specify in 
which language you would like the notes. Unless specified otherwise, English notes 
will be sent. 

There is, of course, a great deal more work to be done both in expanding 
and in improving existing slide sets. These improvements are the beginning. 

ANA slide sets are available to ANA member clubs for use at club meetings. A 
listing of the sets available may be obtained by writing to the ANA Library, P. O. Box 
2366, Colorado Springs, CO 80901. When ordering sets please give the club name, 
membership number, date of the club meeting and title and number of the slide set 
requested. Since some sets are extremely popular, it is a good idea to list one or two 
alternate choices. Please give a street address since sets are shipped UPS whenever 
possible.

A COMPREHENSIVE GUIDE TO UNITED 
STATES COMMEMORATIVE COINS, by James 
S. lacovo. 1979. 130p. Illus. Hard cover. The 
Ivy Press, 7515 Greenville Ave., Suite 800, 
Dallas, TX 75231. $12.95. 

There have been a number of excel- 
lent references written on U.S. com- 
memoratives including United States 
Commemorative Coinage , by Arlie 
Slabaugh, and An Illustrated History of 
U.S. Commemorative Coinage , by Don 
Taxay. Both of these volumes discuss 
the historical background of com- 
memorative coinage, lacovo, however, 
is concerned more with helping the 
collector to purchase pieces wisely. 
One aspect he talks about is the grading 
of these coins, which is very critical 
since very few actually circulated. It is 
necessary to subdivide the mint state 
category to allow for variations pro- 
duced by the storage and care a coin has 
received. Mr. lacovo gives information 
on the overall quality of the strike, the 
mintage, and number melted, in addi- 
tion to details to look for when pur- 
chasing a coin. Also included is a com- 
parison of the prices in 1970 and 1979. 
The historical background of numis- 
matic items is fascinating and should 
never be neglected; but with today's 
prices, no collector of U.S. com- 
memoratives can afford not to be aware 
of the information Mr. lacovo has com- 
piled.

1866-1978, BOOK II, by James J. Curto. 116p.

At a time when gold coins seem to 
have captured the numismatic spotlight 
this book provides welcome informa- 
tion on the collection of more afforda- 
ble coins. In addition, the author de- 
votes many pages to the basics of 
numismatics such as how coins are 
minted and caring for and storing coin s. 
He also discusses the historical 
background of the U. S. small cent. The 
grading of this series is mentioned, but 
unfortunately the author has not used 
the ANA grading standards. The chapter 
on investing examines the pros and 
cons of purchasing circulated, uncircu- 
lated or proof coins and compares the 
prices of the last seven years. Obviously 
a great deal of time has gone into this 
research. The elementary discussion of 
coin collecting and the relatively low 
prices of coins in this U. S. series make 
this a good reference for the beginner 
who wants to get started "collecting 
something."

Medal Honors Rochester Numismatic Association Leader 

John F. Nicastro, immediate past president of the Rochester, N.Y., Numismatic Association, 
was presented with a medal bearing his likeness at the recent annual banquet held in his honor. 

All members attending received a specimen, also. 

The RNA is one of the oldest continuously active coin clubs in the United States, and was the 
second club to be accepted into membership by the ANA. This presentation to the 66th 
president of the club continues a tradition that has been observed since the club was formed in 
1912. 

The portrait of Nicastro on the high-relief, 51 mm medal was executed by Achille Forgione, Jr., 
while the reverse design was created by long-time RNA member Alphonse A. Kolb, who also ^ 

sculpted the presidential likenesses for 58 consecutive years.

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Atlanta Coin Club Medal Celebrates 50 th Anniversary 

On July 10th, the Atlanta Coin Club celebrated its 50th anniversary. To commemorate the 
event, the group struck a 1 % inch medal in pinchback bronze designed by H. Alvin Sharpe. The 
famed New Orleans intaglio die cutter also cut the dies by hand. 

The medal's obverse pictures the mythical phoenix, which allegedly arose from its own ashes 
to live again. The city of Atlanta is symbolized by the phoenix, as it, too, arose from its ashes 
following the Civil War. The reverse details the 50th anniversary of the club. The medal was 
designed to have reeded edges, but after 15 were struck, the collar broke and another collar 
had to be "sweated" onto the die, resulting in plain edges on the remaining 185 of the limited 
issue. 

A small quantity of the plain-edged medals is available to the public on a one per order basis 
at $6.50 per medal.

■ "It is not the illiteracy of the unedu- 
cated that annoys me — you can't blame 
anyone for not knowing what has never 
been taught — but the illiteracy of the 
presumably educated in our society, 
and I include most college students and 
many teachers in this category." So 
spoke columnist Sydney J. Harris re- 
cently under the heading of "Wretched 
Grammar." 

If you wonder what prompted this 
and related comments, just read care- 
fully the captions of illustrations, 
articles and "letters to the editor" in 
newspapers and the less prestigious 
magazines. Any editor can attest to the 
poor quality of the grammar and the 
erroneous spelling found in much of 
the material submitted for publication. 
For most of us it's too late for formal 
re-education but a good dictionary is 
within our grasp, and generous use of it 
will eliminate most mistakes in writing. 
My own preference is The American 
Heritage Dictionary of the English Lan- 
guage — the hard-bound edition. 

■ Most numismatic publications suc- 
cessfully attempt to achieve high stan- 
dards of excellence; there are a few that 
fail in the attempt; and still fewer that 
seemingly don't even try. One of the 
latter is the bimonthly pamphlet of an 
organization whose name indicates a 
very high geographical coverage but 
whose active locale is the U. S. West 
Coast. A coworker called my attention 
to an item in its March-April issue (re- 
ceived August 6). There was something 
familiar about the item which, a search 
revealed, had been "lifted" from the 
June 6 issue of Coin World. It was an 
exact copy, even to the heading, all 
hyphenated words, two italicized words 


— every detail. That, friends, is gross 
plagiarism, an unforgivable breach of 
professional ethics. 

Glancing through the remainder of 
the pamphlet, I found three column 
headings that had been especially de- 
signed for The Numismatist. Of all the 
thievery noticed, the one that rankled 
me the most was a full page headed 
"Numismatic Vignettes." That heading 
was my creation and was first used in the 
July 1960 issue of The Numismatist. 

■ There is a TV program, I'm told, called 
"The Dating Game." There's another 
"game" that concerns dates in a very 
different way and, to my way of think- 
ing, it is not at all entertaining. 

Around mid-July (I didn't note the 
exact day) my August issue of a reputa- 
ble numismatic publication arrived. 
Wishing to be first with what readers 
would like to know, it carried a report 
(no byline) on how the mini-dollar is 
faring in circulation. The coin, you'll re- 
call, was officially put into commercial 
use on July 2. I don't know when my 
publication was actually printed but it 
had to have been within a few days — 
before or after — the date of the coin's 
release. 

After making a few vague remarks 
about acceptance of the Anthony dollar, 
the following sentence appeared: 
"With the coin in circulation for just 
barely a month at this writing, it is dif- 
ficult to assess public acceptance, al- 
though first signs are encouraging." Tell 
me, does my publisher-friend consider 
his readers to be so dull-witted that they 
will accept that statement at face value? 
For the record, my comments were 
written on July 24.

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1979 Election Results

UNITED STATES — CC Silver Dollars To Be Sold in 1980 

Two sales of 978,134 Carson City silver dollars — last of the government's holdings 
of the historic coins — will be held early next year, the U.S. General Services 
Administration recently announced. The agency is asking for an expression of 
interest from persons interested in purchasing the coins. It is requested they send a 
post card with their name and address, including zip code, to: Carson City Silver 
Dollars, San Francisco, CA 94170. Information and order forms will be sent those on 
the list prior to the sales. 

The marketing plan announced closely follows the recommendations submitted 
by an advisory panel of numismatic experts to GSA Administrator Rowland G. 
Freeman, III, which convened in Washington, D.C., in April. "This plan will insure 
the public a widespread opportunity to obtain these coins," Freeman said, "while 
assuring maximum return to the Treasury for the benefit of all the taxpayers." 

The first sale will offer 923,287 silver dollars to the public by mail order at fixed 
prices. This sale will feature three separate categories of the 90 percent silver coins 
(with the quantity available in parentheses): 1883-CC (195,745), 1884-CC (428,152), 
and "Mixed Years-CC" — 1879-1885 and 1890-1891 — (299,390). 

The coins, with no limit on the number that may be ordered, will be sold only for 
delivery to addresses within the United States, its territories and possessions, and to 
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APO and FPO numbers. Orders will be processed at random based on dates re- 
ceived, and will be filled with limits of 500 coins per category. To insure equitable 
public distribution, GSA will fill the balance of orders for more than 500 silver dollars 
from any coins remaining at the end of the sale. 

The second sale will offer 54,847 Carson City silver dollars in three separate 
mint-year categories : 1 880-CC (4,284), 1 881 -CC (1 8,996) and 1 885-CC (31 ,567) . These 
coinswill be sold at public auction by mail bid; there will be a limit of five from each 
category per bidder. If any coins remain from the first sale, they will be included, as 
lots, in this offering. 

Fixed prices and minimum bid prices will be determined by market conditions at 
the time the sales take place. All prices will include the cost of delivery by registered 
mail, except for any coins offered on a lot basis in the second sale. Successful bidders 
on any such lots will be responsible for the removal of the coins. 

. . . New Mint Mark Plan for 1980 Announced 

Stella B. Hackel, Director of the U.S. Mint, announced in July that for the first time 
in history, a "P" mint mark will be placed on the ten-cent, quarter-dollar, and 
half-dollar coins produced by the Philadelphia Mint in 1980, in addition to the 
five-cent coin, on which the "P" mint mark first appeared during the war years 
1942-1945. Susan B. Anthony dollar coins produced at Philadelphia in 1980 will 
continue to bear the "P" mint mark. 

In 1980, one-cent coins produced for circulation in Philadelphia, Denver, San 
Francisco, and the West Point Bullion Depository will bear no mint marks. At present 
there is considerable withdrawal from circulation by collectors of "D" marked 
one-cent coins. Elimination of any distinction among coins struck at the four Mint 
locations should increase the circulating one-cent pool. With the exception of the 
one-cent coins, the "D" mint mark will continue to appear on all other denomina- 
tions struck at Denver. 

All proof coins, including the proof one-cent coin, and the Susan B. Anthony dollar 
coins produced for circulation by the San Francisco Assay Office will bear the "S 
mint mark. 



Larry Gingras Wins Highest CNA Award 

Larry Gingras, noted for his research 
and writings on the numismatics of 
British Columbia and the Hudson's Bay 
Company, was given the J. Douglas 
Ferguson Award, highest award of the 
Canadian Numismatic Association, at its 
annual convention held in Edmonton, 
Alberta, July 18-21. The announcement 
was made at the annual banquet by 
Major Sheldon S. Carroll, chairman of 
the board of awards. 

The J. Douglas Ferguson Award, a IV 2 


inch 24-karat gold medal accompanied 
by a framed citation, was designed by 
the internationally known Montreal 
artist Arnaldo Marchetti. It is presented 
annually to the living numismatist who 
has contributed most to the science of 
numismatics in Canada through re- 
search, writing, publishing or some 
other manner. The award was instituted 
in 1969 by Mr. Ferguson, honorary 
president of the CNA. 

Brasher Doubloon Bought 
by Numisco, Inc. 

On July 27th, at the St. Louis "Auction 
'79," Numisco, Inc. purchased what 
they consider to be the rarest coin in the 
world, the Brasher doubloon. This was 
the first time in 57 years that a Brasher 
doubloon has appeared at public auc- 
tion. The doubloon, minted in 1787, is 
one of only seven known pieces, five of 
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which are currently in museum collec- 
tions. It hasafacevalueofabout$16and 
was purchased in St. Louis for $430,000.

Pinkerton on Science Medals of Louis XIV 

Having read the article titled "The Science Medals of Louis XIV" by Evan Bloom 
(The Numismatist , June 1979), I thought it would be of interest to submit the 
following quotation from the 1784 edition of An Essay on Medals by Pinkerton: 

Many of the modern medals are superior to any ancient productions of the kind in 
beauty and high finish; but they commonly yield in strength and relief. The Dutch have 
perhaps struck the greatest number of medals of any modern nations: and Louis XIV of 
France has exceeded all modern princes in this way. But his medals, tho many an Abbe 
formed the designs, and many a petit-maitre the mottos, and tho they are likeways 
tolerably well engraved in a few instances, are despised even in France itself, being 
indeed contemptible efforts of vain glory. The series of his medals may well be called a 
chain of lyes; the occasions and events being far most generally falsified and misrep- 
resented: and his blind flatterers converted into matters of praise actions and events of 
the most just obloquy and scorn, such as the revocation of the edict of Nantes, and 
innumerable others, (pp. 140-141)

Wacks Responds to Critical Letter 

I believe that Mr. Jay McHugh deserves some thoughtful answers as he requested 
in his letter printed in the June The Numismatist which contained numerous criti- 
cisms of the counterstamped pesos which I designed in honor of the visit of Pope 
John Paul II to Mexico. 

First he expresses the opinion that someone should have questioned the merit or 
worthwhile interest in the issue. I believe that this historic trip by the Pontiff was a 
most worthwhile occasion to merit a numismatic remembrance. Next, Mr. McHugh 
indicates that the piece is "less than US .05# in value." This is absolutely false. The 
100 fine silver pesos used have an intrinsic value 800 times that amount. These pesos 
were minted over 10 years ago and now have numismatic value as well. Plus there is 
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the cost of the beautiful hand cut die, striking costs, cost of the custom holders, 
insured first class mailing costs, etc. 

Next, it is written that "the Peso is counterstamped with the badge or arms of the 
Papal Chamberlain and so far as coins are concerned is only used during the interim 
known as SEDE VACANTE or vacant chair, the time space between the death of one 
Pope and the election of the next Pope." Indeed the symbols of the umbrella and St. 
Peter's keys are used on the Sede Vacante issues . . . however the coat of arms always 
is included. Just because an American flag may be draped over the coffin of a soldier 
doesn't mean that the American flag is a symbol of death as Mr. McHugh would have 
us believe. Similarly the Papal symbols used for the counterstamp have distinct 
values by themselves — the umbrella has been used as a symbol of royalty for 
thousands of years, probably based on the ancient conception that its domical shape 
represents the heavenly dome. The transfer of authority by Jesus, whereby he 
entrusted his earthly church to St. Peter, is symbolized by Jesus presenting Peter with 
the keys to heaven. This was an important theme in early Christian art since the event 
was taken as a proof of the authority of the papacy. In addition, these same symbols 
can be found on numismatic issues of past Popes. A medal of Pope Clement IX, 
issued in 1669, served as the model for the counterstamp on the "Papal Peso." 

As to Mr. McHugh's claim that the Papal Peso "is much overpriced," I believe that 
it is one of the least expensive numismatic remembrances of this historic event that is 
available to collectors. 

As per my promise to donate a portion of the proceeds to charity, I have already 
made donations to the Latin Studies Program of the City College of New York and to 
the Mexican American Opportunity Foundation Child Care Center, and hope that I 
can give more in the near future. 

McHugh wonders "why would sixty days be necessary for delivery with a total 
stated issue of 1,979 pieces?" If McHugh is implying that I am planning to produce 
more than the stated maximum, he just has to ask the dozens of collectors who had 
their money returned when the counterstamped Camp David Peace Dollars, which I 
designed last year, were sold out. The die for the Camp David overstrike was defaced 
just as the Papal Peso die will be destroyed when the issue is fully subscribed. Time 
had to be allowed for the shipment of BU .100 fine Pesos from California to New 
Jersey, where Adam Cool personally hand stamped each piece from the die which he 
had superbly hand cut. The counterstamped coins were then shipped back to me in 
California where they were carefully inspected, inserted into custom holders, and 
finally shipped insured first class to the purchasers. This is why up to 60 days was 
required for delivery, though many received their coins much sooner. 

Beauty is in the eye of the beholder. Thus I can only counter Mr. McHugh's 
opinion that the Papal Peso "is in extremely poor taste" by saying that not one of the 
purchasers of the Papal Pesos has echoed any of the objections voiced by Mr. 
McHugh; and this includes the Secretariat for Hispanic Affairs of the National 
Conference for Catholic Bishops, who ordered five pieces.

June T. Pond 
ANA 15702 

One of the best known among old- 
sters in ANA, June Thornton Pond died 
in Boston on May 18, four days before 
her 70th birthday. She was the widow of 


prominent New England numismatist 
Shepard Pond who died on May 28, 
1945. 

Probably June inherited her interest 
in numismatics from her scholarly and 
active husband, but her friendliness and 
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graciousness were inborn traits. She 
was elected to the ANA board in 1952 
and served three years on it as the sec- 
ond woman so honored. She was an 
active member of the ANA 1960 and 1 973 
Boston convention committees and was 
chairman of several other ANA com- 
mittees. 

June served the Boston Numismatic 
Society as secretary and president, and 
was an officer of the New England 
Numismatic Association, successor to 
the N. E. N. Conference that her hus- 
band had been instrumental in forming 
shortly before his death. She received 
her ANA 25-year membership medal in 
1973 and was a 27-year ANS member at 
death. She was the second recipient of 
the Farran Zerbe Memorial Award, 
ANA's highest honor award, and one of 
only two women so venerated to date. 

Mrs. Pond concentrated on numis- 
matic items of the New England area and 
papal medals. She exhibited at numis- 
matic events and spoke before area 
groups. One of her articles was on 
"Boston School Medals" for the special 
Benjamin Franklin issue of The Numis- 
matist in 1956. 

Her only survivor is Susan Shepard 
Pond, her daughter who many of us re- 
member as accompanying her mother 
to conventions and shows since child- 
hood. As evidence of the stability of 
New England people, the Ponds have 
had the same street address for at least 
57 years, according to ANA records. 

William T. Brady

To those who had the rare privilege of 
knowing and loving William Joseph 
Brady, a witty genius and teller of ex- 
traordinarily amusing stories — always 
on himself — the loss of his presence is 
beyond measure. Bill was born in the 
show district of Chicago on September 
5th, 1915, of Marion Crowley, chorus 
line dancer, and Vincent Quinn, troupe 
manager. Following Quinn's death 
during World War I, young Bill was sent 
to live with an aristocratic aunt at Cape 
Cod. Traveling by train with only a 


nametag stating, "This is Billy" and his 
destination. Bill became deathly ill and 
was given last rites shortly after arriving 
at Cape Cod. Upon notification of Bill's 
poor health, his mother rushed to the 
boy's side, whereupon he rapidly im- 
proved. The miracle of his recovery 
prompted his mother to promise that he 
would become a priest . . . Fate would 
see things differently. 

At fourteen Bill returned to the mid- 
west to help support his mother and 
three small half-sisters. While finishing 
high school he worked as a singer and 
dancer in vaudeville and during this 
period displayed great talent as a come- 
dian. At age 18 Bill met the owners of a 
large chain of photographic studios and 
traveled with Isla and Jack Lucas for the 
next thirty-some years selling photos. It 
is largely during this period that his 
most amusing tales were told, and it was 
also during this time that Bill and an 18 
year old named Sam Donelson, now an 
ABC news correspondent, founded a 
radio station in El Paso, Texas. 

In 1964, Bill settled in Las Vegas as 
representative for Cameline Layouts, 
manufacturers of felt gambling table 
covers. He acquired a small ranch out- 
side town where he lived happily with 
his wife and two dogs, managing to find 
time to fraternize with such per- 
sonalities as Lucille Ball, with whom he 
won the best dancing couple trophy at 
an after-premiere party. 

It was in Las Vegas that Bill developed 
his love of numismatics. He was found- 
er and past president of the Silver State 
Coin Club and a member of the Las 
Vegas Numismatic Society, Society of 
Paper Money Collectors, the American 
Numismatic Society, and the ANA. His 
numismatic interests extended to the 
very end with his attendance at the 
Memphis International Paper Money 
Show, followed by his death less than 
two weeks later. 

Rosary and prayer services were con- 
ducted in Chicago, with interment in 
Memory Cardens at Lone Mountain, 
near his home in Las Vegas. June 30, 
1979, was a sad day for all of us who 
cared. — CJO'D 
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New Israeli Medals Issued 


The Israel Government Coins and Medals Corporation has issued two medals for official 
institutions. One medal was issued to commemorate the 50th anniversary of the Jerusalem 
Rotary Club, which was established in 1929 under the sponsorship of the Rotary Club of Cairo. 
The medal was struck in both silver and bronze, with a 45mm diameter. Its obverse depicts the 
figure "50" consisting of the Rotary wheel and an olive branch, the symbol of peace, which is 
also on the banner of the Jerusalem Club. The reverse depicts some of the holy sites in 
Jerusalem revered by the three monoteistic religions — the Holy Sepulchre, the Mosque of 
Omar, and the Western Wall. 

The other medal was issued on the occasion of the 11th Hapoel Games — Israel's interna- 
tional workers' sports competitions. The 59mm bronze medal depicts, on the obverse, 
sportsmen in various fields and the verse from Isaiah: "They shall run and not be weary." The 
medal's reverse depicts the games' emblem and the inscription: "Many and Medalists" in 
Hebrew, Arabic, and English.

I am glad the board saw fit to restructure the dues system last February so that "five-year 
payers will stay at $12 per year. Also, I am pleased that the life membership fee was rolled 
back to $350. 

Without further ado, I will simply say that I am willing to "stand or run on my record." Are 
others willing to do the same?

Executive Vice President 

In the idiom of a vintner, the year 1979 has the promise of being a very good year. Most 
importantly, there was evidence during the closing days of the fiscal year of a turn-around in 
membership growth. More collectors are applying for membership than has been noted 
the past two years! Previously, we had projected to enlist member 100,000 sometime during the 
late summer or early fall of 1979. Not only did we reach that magic number in late May, but we 
have processed almost a thousand additional applications since then. 

Museum 

Each year our museum adds visual proof of its growth, made possible through the generous 
donations of members and friends. Perhaps the most visible acquisition this past year was the 
huge balance scale which now greets visitors as they enter the headquarters lobby. On 
permanent loan from the Denver Mint, the 10,000 ounce beam balance is 9 Vi feet high with an 8 
foot arm and was used by the Mint around 1902-1910 to weigh gold bars. 

Donations to the museum have set a record with over $150,000 given in cash and material, 
which included some outstanding items and collections. Paul Bedoukian of Wilton, Conn., has 
placed our museum on an equal level with The Smithsonian and The Hermitage in our 
Armenian holdings, thanks to his gift of 196 Cilician pieces; and Mendel L. Peterson of McLean, 
Va., added still further to our reference collection of ancient coins by his donation of 226 
bronzes of Egypt, issued during the reigns of Ptolemy V, Ptolemy VI, and Ptolemy VII, 204-146 
B.C. Enriching our Chinese holdings are 487 various Chinese coins, both ancient and modern, 
received from Jack Klausen of Indio, Calif. 

A beautiful set of 12 proof U.S. two cent pieces were the gift of W. Phillip Churchill of St. 
Simons Island, Ga., who has been a substantial donor of valuable U.S. material over the years. 
Two prize additions to our colonial museum holdings were the Richard J. Ulbrich collection of 
Connecticut colonial cents consisting of 84 pieces dated 1785 through 1788, and a magnificent 
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proof Myddleton token included in a donation by Meyer Morse of Frederick, Md. 

A remarkable donation from 31 year member Elliott Markoff is now featured in the lower 
level galleries of the ANA Museum. The Elliott Markoff Collection of American Presidential 
Memorabilia consists of 38 mountings, each containing an official engraved portrait of a 
president of the United States, a coin dated the year of his birth, one of the year of his 
inauguration, one of the year of his death, and an actual (not facsimile) signature. Except for the 
Jimmy Carter panel, the exhibit is complete from George Washington to the present time. Mr. 
Markoff, who came to this country from Poland at the age of 21, compiled this exhibit over a 
15 year period, and it remains a tribute to this man's love of his adopted country. 

Two unusual and interesting gifts received during the past fiscal year were a set of antique 
coin glass (glassware with intricate impressions of coins) by N.A. Wunder of Trona, Calif., and 
from Jess Peters of Decatur, 111., a rare collection of wooden money from Tenino, Washington, 
which includes some of the first wooden pieces known to have been created in this country. 
Naturally, not all donations to the museum represent highly valuable material, but all add to the 
extent and variety of items exhibited in the hobby. 

ANACS 

One of our most notable achievements of the past year has been the implementation of the 
grading service. It is now well under way and has contributed to the record-breaking 75% 
increase in the number of coins handled by ANACS during the last half of the fiscal year. The 
enthusiasm for ANACS felt by the ANA membership and numismatic community is further seen 
in the growing requests for ANACS seminars around the country and in the healthy donations 
which these seminars generate. Dave and Leon Hendrickson of Silvertowne organized a seminar 
in Winchester, Ind., in which each dealer was charged $100 to attend. These funds were later 
turned over to the ANA for its ANACS educational account, along with reimbursement for all 
personnel expenses. A similar system brought over $2000 from Jack Russell and Carl Tackett 
who invited ANACS to a seminar in Kalamazoo, Mich. With even more seminars planned in the 
coming year, ANACS looks to be one of the most positive public relations forces the ANA has. 

No small amount of thanks can express the appreciation for the dedicated work of the 
ANACS staff, managed by Mary Thompson and staffed by John Hunter, Ed Fleischmann, and 
Tom DeLorey, Tom having been employed November 1. With good humor, Persis Wolf has 
managed the heavy workload required in the darkroom, while Brenda Lear and Kris Doerffel 
have assisted in the office. ANACS consultants who generously volunteered their time and 
expertise have also been an invaluable service to the ANA. 

Summer Seminar 

Another pair of dedicated numismatists who gave of their time to aid in the ANA's 
educational pursuits were Dave Bowers and Ken Bressett, who served this year as seminar 
instructors in The History of Coin Collecting in America and Grading , respectively. While not 
held during the fiscal year 1978-79, all preparation for the seminar was completed during that 
time and the fruitful reward of everyone's efforts was the record attendance and participant 
satisfaction. Thanks to the generous donations of youth-oriented numismatic businesses and 
organizations, the ANA was able to offer eleven seminar scholarships to young numismatists 
who will determine the hobby's future. 

Awards and Scholarships 

The establishment of awards, scholarships, and special educational programs is largely 
dependent upon donations received from our membership, such as the over $15,000 received 
with the return of dues. One noteworthy gift recently received was an anonymous $3000 
designated for the design and production of a silver medal to be given as the Howland Wood 
Memorial Award for the adult best of show at the annual convention. Elevating the prestige of 
the YN best of show was a gift from Charles H. Wolfe which establishes perpetual funding for 
the ANA Class C Exhibit Award, along with a YN award for exhibits of ancient and medieval 
numismatic material. An exhibit award in memory of Bill Donlon, famed paper money expert, 
has been suggested by a $1000 donation from the Professional Numismatists Guild. 

Readership Survey 

At the request of the board of governors, a readership survey was initiated to evaluate the 
effectiveness of The Numismatist as the main medium for communicating with members. A 
random, geographical selection of 2,700 participants, every 10th name on the mailing list as 
organized by zip code, received a questionnaire in the May issue of the magazine, with 450 
responding. The survey was developed and analyzed by the Creative Services Division of R.R. 
Donnelley & Sons Co., Chicago, 111. 
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Periodically, the subject of an ANA membership directory comes before the board of 
governors. The survey indicated that reaction to such a directory is negative. Not even half 
indicated that they would be interested in such a directory and nearly two-thirds would not buy 
it if it was made available. Some 60% noted that they did not want their names or addresses 
listed in such a directory. 

Staff 

On the whole, the membership queried indicated something that I have always felt — the 
editorial and advertising staff of The Numismatist is doing an excellent job of fulfilling the needs 
and interests of the membership. For this situation, we are indebted to the untiring efforts of our 
editor, N. Neil Harris, and his staff, including Patricia Black, Terri Bakken/Carter, and Jamie 
Washington. 

This past year noted the retirement of ANA librarian Geneva Karlson, whose work has been 
assumed by our cataloging librarian, Nancy Stith, assisted by Debbie Brooks and Pat Miller. 
Members can note in the library report the increased activity in the use of the library by the 
membership. 

The membership department is capably administered by Patti Brumit, Becky Simpson and 
Patricia Yates. These three are the vital link between the member and the Association. They have 
done a very admirable job. 

The Voice of the Association" is that of a man who has dedicated his life to ANA service. A 
past officer, both elected and appointed, Glenn Smedley prepares the weekly news releases that 
advise the collecting public of Association activities and benefits. Glenn renders a service to this 
association that cannot be measured nor adequately compensated for. 

Arthur Mussey's expertise in the field of printing has enabled the Association to negate the 
purchase of a new press for our printing department. Art has capably produced reprints, office 
stationery, invitations, and the like on our twenty-year old Multilith press. In fact, we are now 
able to print many of the items that previously had to be sent out, thus realizing additional 
savings for the membership. 

George "Pete" Peterson continues to do the many chores necessary to maintain the 
headquarters on a smooth and efficient basis. His projected retirement at the end of the coming 
fiscal year will be sorely felt. 

The first words any caller or visitor to headquarters hears are from our receptionist, Ellen King. 
The first impressions are very important and she has yet to fail to impress any caller or visitor 
with the welcome that they deserve from headquarters. 

Although the position of treasurer is an appointed one, seldom does a day go by that William 
C. Bill Henderson has not made his rounds at ANA headquarters. With Bill keeping a careful 
eye on the finances of the Association, members are assured that no waste of funds will be 
tolerated. Our bookkeeper, Donna Perrien, also keeps a very close eye on the expenses and 
finances of the Association. 

The position of director of grants and endowments is a new one and has been handled well 
during the past year by Betty Higby, former superintendent of the United States Denver Mint. 

She is currently negotiating for several important grants for the Association, and her services 
will be of great benefit for the projected building fund drive that is needed to underwrite the cost 
of the proposed expansion of ANA headquarters. Preliminary plans and prognoses should be 
available by St. Louis convention time. 

I am fortunate to have two very able assistants — Ruthann Brettell and Ken Hallenbeck. Mrs. 
Brettell doubles as comptroller and convention coordinator, and the success of our show last 
year in Houston and this year in St. Louis is a testimony to her untiring efforts. 

Ken Hallenbeck has handled an increasing number of complaints filed by members against 
other members and has successfully resolved, with Solomon-like decisions, most of them, 
leaving but a very few to reach the board of governors. Ken's additional responsibilities include 
the museum that has witnessed an increasing number of visitors weekly. Our six galleries and 
audio-visual theatre are seldom without enthusiastic visitors. 

Patsy Lindmark has served as my personal secretary and Stephanie Henry as the secretary of 
Ken Hallenbeck and Ruthann Brettell. They have sometimes borne the brunt of impatient callers 
who were unaware that the staff must handle hundreds of inquiries weekly. Their devotion to 
the Asssociation has made this position very rewarding.

1. Summary of accounting policies 

This summary of accounting policies of the American Numismatic 
Association is presented to assist in understanding the Association's 
financial statements. 

Fund accounting 

The accounts of the Association are maintained in accordance with 
the principles of fund accounting to insure the observance of limitations 
and restrictions placed on resources. 

Investments 

Investments are normally carried at cost, if purchased, or at 
market value at date of gift, if donated. 

Property, plant, equipment and depreciation 

The Association treats property, plant and equipment acquisitions 
as expenditures in the appropriate funds. Acquisitions which meet the Asso 
ciation's requirements for capitalization are recorded in the Home and Head 
quarters Fund. Depreciation on its fixed assets is not recognized by the 
Association. 

Life membership fees 

Life membership fees and the investment income earned thereon 
are treated as deferred revenue. Current income from life members is 
recognized based on the Association's dues structure for each life member 
whose membership fee is carried in the deferred revenue account. 

Noncash donations 

Library assets. Home and Headquarters Fund: 

The statement of support, revenue, expenditures and changes in 
fund balances does not include noncash donations to the Library nor does 
the balance sheet include the accumulation of such assets. However, the 
value of these assets is not considered material in relation to the finan- 
cial statements taken as a whole.

Numismatic collection. Museum Fund: 

The Association has recorded noncash donations to the Museum at 
their fair market value at the time of donation, as established by the 
donor, subject to Association approval. In some cases no value was assigned 
at the time of donation and in those cases no value was recorded in the 
records of the Association. 

2. Cont ingenc ies 

Pending litigation 

The American Numismatic Association has been named as defendant 
in a suit initiated on July 5, 1977, in the United States District Court, 
Central District of California by Michael Kliman and Lawrence Goldberg. 

The complaint as amended on February 13, 1979 alleges that the plaintiff's 
rights were abridged when they were not awarded a bourse table at the 1977 
American Numismatic Association convention in Atlanta, Georgia. The com- 
plaint specifies two causes of action and requests damages totaling $20,000 
for each plaintiff with additional damages possible. The complaint also asks 
for $250,000 in exemplary damages. In the opinion of management, the Associa- 
tion has a strong defensible position. 

In addition, the Association has been named as defendant in a suit 
initiated on June 26, 1978, in the Circuit Court of Jackson County, Missouri. 
The plaintiff requests damages of $40,800 and costs related to the suit as 
a result of claimed negligence on the part of the American Numismatic Certi- 
fication Service. In the opinion of management, the Association has a strong 
defensible position. 

3. Analysis of unearned revenues, life mem berships 

As described in Note 1, the Association follows the practice of 
not recognizing current income on the full amount of life membership fees 
collected each year. The following is a summary of activity for the fiscal 
year ended May 31, 1979, in the life membership unearned revenue account:

Conventions 

The first woman to chair an ANA convention is to be commended for a job well done. Chris 
Johns is truly an exceptional lady. Until you have been a general chairman, you cannot 
appreciate the amount of work involved. The Entire Houston committee is to be complimented 
for an excellent job in all phases of the 1978 convention. The committee was small in numbers 
but powerful and effective. 

To partially relieve the deficit caused by a lawsuit payment precipitated by an incident at the 
1970 Washington convention, the Houston convention bourse was expanded to the largest ever 
held by ANA. As a result, dealers were able to participate who had never been given the 
opportunity before, and the unaudited net gain from the convention was $25,000. Even though 
the local attendance was small, the convention itself was successful. I was overwhelmed by the 
complimentary letters from people who enjoyed it. 

The Association is ever grateful to all the past and present committees for jobs well done. The 
list would be endless if I were to thank everyone individually. There are, however, several 
people I must mention. This past year and a half has been a real learning experience for me in 
my new position. Bob Kriz, chief judge of exhibits for Houston and St. Louis; John Gabarron 
ANA sergeant-at-arms; and Bob Brueggeman of John C. Mandel Security top the list of my 
teachers. These men would be an asset to any convention. 

The one department at headquarters that receives the least recognition for conventions is 
editorial. This department, headed by Neil Harris and Pat Black, does endless stories graphics 
and counseling. They give time that they should not have to give. Glenn Smedley, public 
relations director, has always been very gracious in taking care of news releases for the 
conventions and is often called upon to assume various odd jobs, all of which he handles 
efficiently. Finally, I commend Stephanie Henry, my secretary, for the Way in which she assumed 
control and handled the affairs of the Houston convention when I was unabie to attend. 

Finances 

As comptroller for the Association, it has been my privilege to work with Bill Henderson, 
treasurer; and Donna Perrien, bookkeeper. The financial structure of the Association is on solid 
ground. However, it is important that the Association pursue an effective membership drive as 
the only way to keep fees from increasing in the next few years is to increase membership. 

It has been a pleasure to work with Ed Rochette this past year as his assistant. Ed, the entire 
staff, and the many visitors at headquarters make working for the ANA a real privilege When 
you people visit headquarters, be sure to talk with the staff. They enjoy welcoming you and 
getting to know you.

Complaints. 

Though we don't have an exact count, the number of complaints is increasing. Much of my 
time, perhaps 75%, is spent in this area. The increase in number of complaints can be 
attnbuted, to a great extent, to the rapidly rising and volatile market for top grade material and 
the differences in the exact grading of it. 

Because of current market conditions, the buyer needs to be more alert and better 
numismatically educated than ever before. Counterfeit, altered, and whizzed coins haven't gone 
away The vast majority of dealers are honest, grade carefully, and conduct their business 
ethically. However, there are a few who appear to be trafficking regularly in questionable or 
outright spurious coins. 

We have been cooperating with the authorities and, though progress is painfully slow, there is 
hope that the guilty ones will be apprehended and eventually brought to trial. Members can help 
by reporting illegal and unethical operations and transactions, and furnishing factual evidence 
thereof. 

Museum Activities. 

I am very pleased to report that due to some overtime and the superb work of Pedro Collazo 
museum accessioner, the ANA collection and vault have been completely reorganized. The vault 
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has been cleaned, carpeted, rearranged, and an additional alarm installed, making it the most 
secure vault in Colorado Springs. Additional files have been installed in the vault which aided 
the reorganization considerably. 

Some exhibits have been changed during the past year, though not nearly as many as we 
would have changed had time permitted. Pedro spent most of his time accessioning and 
rearranging the ANA collection, and now with this reorganization completed, we ll devote major 
amounts of time to grading and evaluating individual items so that this information can be 
stored in a computer. 

The museum has received some very significant and really fine donations during the past year, 
with a total value well over $100,000. Many of the more valuable and meaningful donations 
have been described in news releases and in the Museum News and Views column of The 
Numismatist. These donations are appreciated by your museum staff, the officers and members 
of the ANA, and especially by the many visitors to the museum. In addition, the smaller 
donations, some consisting of only one or two interesting items, are much appreciated and often 
fill definite needs. 

Donations to the ANA museum are tax deductible and can be made in one transaction or 
spread out over a period of time. The executive vice-president or I would be happy to discuss 
various donation plans in strict confidence with any potential donor. 

Insurance. 

The ANA insurance programs continue to serve our members well, with very few complaints 
and many compliments, proving again that our plan administrator, Albert H. Wohlers and Co., 
is doing a fine job. 

Our life inslirance program now has some 1,100 participants and has shown considerable 
growth the past year. The hospital money plan now has some 1,600 participants, and excess 
major medical insurance coverage has doubled to the present 500 level. Collection insurance has 
remained relatively stable with about 2,100 participants. Overall the insurance programs have 
experienced a ten to fifteen percent growth. 

During the past year the ANA hospital insurance program premiums were reduced for 
participants under age 70. An improvement in the collection insurance program is an increase in 
"out-of-safe” coverage from $3,500 to $5,000 with no increase in premium. Being implemented 
this summer is an open enrollment period which gives ANA members and their spouses the 
opportunity to sign up for as much as $10,000 to $20,000 of life insurance, depending upon age. 

All costs of solicitations, mailings, etc. are borne by the insurance administrator, the ANA 
itself incurring no cost nor monetary gain from the various insurance programs. 

Numismatic Correspondence Courses. 

Thanks to the excellent efforts of Cheryl and Robert Maisch of Lima, Ohio, who took over 
this project from me in September 1977, the Intermediate Numismatic Correspondence Course 
(INCC) became a reality in late February 1979. These co-administrators completed a most 
difficult and challenging task, supported by ANA governor Charles O'Donnell. 

Twenty-six authors generously contributed to the INCC: Walter Breen, Kenneth Bressett, D. 
Larry and Tony Crumbley, Tom DeLorey, Jack R. Detwiler, Maurice M. Gould (deceased), 
Virgil Hancock, Alan Herbert, Byron Johnson, James G. Johnson, Abe Kosoff, Kurt Krueger, 
Leon T. Lindheim, Lee Martin, Ralph A. "Curley" Mitchell, Dean M. Ryder, John J. Ryer, Neil 
Shafer, Neil Sowards, James F. Stone, Dr. Sol Taylor, Mel Wacks, George W. Wait, Paul 
Whitnah, and Charles F. Wolfe. Considerable help came from the numismatic press also, 
including Coin World, Krause Publications, and Western Publishing Co. Many thanks from the 
ANA to these fine people for their invaluable aid. 

As of late May 1979, 417 people had signed up for the INCC. Of these, 45 are not actually 
taking the course but purchased it for reference purposes. Four junior ANA members and 14 
nonmember juniors had signed up, as had 263 adult ANA members and 150 adult nonmembers. 
(Of these nonmembers, 14 have since joined the Association.) 

Forty-four states are represented on the rolls, as well as Costa Rica, Uruguay, Canada, and 
FPO and APO addresses. There are currently 13 administrators and more are needed. The first 
person to complete the course was 14-year old Robert Kizer of Cridersville, Ohio.

From our various contacts with members over the passing years, the editorial staff at ANA 
headquarters has developed its own feelings toward ANA member attitudes regarding The 
Numismatist, their official journal. Yet in speaking with other concerned officers and members 
of the Association we often encounter conflicting opinions about the consensus they have drawn 
from their discussions with still other members. Realizing that each of us tends to construe and 
remember from discussions and statements the feelings which reinforce our own, we felt the 
Association needed an objective readership survey from which to base its conclusions on 
members' likes, dislikes, and wishes regarding The Numismatist. 

The idea for a readership survey was taken to Kathy Ineman, editorial supervisor with the 
Creative Services Division of R.R. Donnelly & Sons Company, in Chicago. Ms. Ineman, who 
has prepared numerous surveys of this nature, helped us to formulate an objective format for 
the questions we wished to pose of our membership. The methodology for obtaining a 
representative cross-section of the membership was established by mailing a May magazine with 
a survey inserted to every tenth name on the mailing list. A return rate of 15% was deemed 
sufficient to gather effective data, and following final tabulation (the results of which are 
summarized in Glenn Smedley's report on Publications), Ms. Ineman found ANA readers' 
feedback amazingly positive. 

One area of the magazine which was not covered in the readership survey but has initiated 
much positive feedback from members has been the innovative cover designs which began in 
January, 1979. For the first time in the ANA's 92-year history of The Numismatist, the journal 
exhibits a totally different numismatic subject on each month's cover, a massive yet challenging 
undertaking which involved over two week's worth of time stolen from a burdened schedule to 
conceive, assemble, arrange, and photograph the material and produce the finished artwork 
For your editor and his staff the year has been a hectic one, right up to and including the time 
needed to write this report. Perhaps the major difficulty we encountered this year was the 
closure of Dempubco Printing, the local printer who for the past five years has handled our 
typesetting, photographic reproduction, and advertising composition. While the possibility of 
such an event had been anticipated, final word of closing came from management in mid-March 
during preparation for the April issue, and it was only due to the strong loyalty of co-workers 
at Dempubco that we were able to complete the issue as usual. 

The task of finding new typesetters and educating them in our needs and style was one we 
had long dreaded . . . and with good reason. Being on a monthly schedule, it takes a number of 
months before a typesetter can realize the effect our deadline has on their own schedule and 
adjust to our particular publishing style and working personalities. While recently our problems 
in this area have shown some improvement, the staff had to expend a lot of time and patience 
beyond the usual to assure that the magazine would be published on time and maintain the same 
high standards. 

Even with all our efforts, that goal would have still been impossible were it not for the loyalty 
of one particular former employee of Dempubco Printing — Robert Flanagan. Mr. Flanagan, 
now in business as Eagle Graphics, had been handling our photographic reproduction needs at 
Dempubco, and we were more than willing, under his suggestion, to allow him to continue in 
this task, providing us at least one area of continuity. But beyond that benefit, Bob's flexibility 
m working nights and weekends and in being available at a moment's notice has been crucial to 
the editorial department in meeting our publication deadlines. 

Adding another calming, element of continuity in a sea of change, R.R. Donnelley & Sons 
Company of Chicago, printer for the magazine, has continued to provide us exceptional service 
and quality. James A. Schultz, our trusted sales representative, and Steve Hutchinson, who 
handles the account at the plant in Crawfordsville, Indiana, are responsible in large part for the 
smooth and efficient monthly printing. 

Production costs and advertising rates for the fiscal year 1978-79 rose at approximately the 
same rate from last year's figures: (costs) $212,961 to $223,976, and (income) $204,976 to 
5215,029. However, since the new advertising rates became effective on January 1 1979 the 
increase in advertising revenue only reflects the new rates during the latter half of the fiscal year 

re8a c r Q dS '° £ COSt f' eS ‘ imat “ in ,uly 1978 had indicated ^at postal service increases would result 
in an $8,000 fiscal increase, but in reality this increase fell under $6,000. Postal increases will 
continue annually on July 7th through 1981. 

Another reassuring aspect of continuity for the editorial department during the past fiscal year 
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has been the headquarters staff itself. Pat Black, associate editor since August 1977, continues to 
expand the many facets of her job, each with increasing competency. Working closely with the 
advertising coordinator and the typesetters of her own volition, Pat has become increasingly 
involved with the composition of the magazine's advertising section, and her creative ideas and 
enthusiasm have been felt in nearly all stages of design in department publications. Her 
dedication to see the job done right serves to reinforce the editor's own through ahy challenge. 

Terri Bakken/Carter, who at the end of fiscal year 1977-78 had only just inherited the job of 
advertising coordinator from her predecessor, has thrived in this position. Serving as a liaison 
between advertising members and the magazine's typesetters, Terri manages to meet the needs of 
both with efficiency and courtesy, while also maintaining the proper records and accounting 
needed by the editor and the Association. 

A delightful personality, Jamie Washington, served us well as editorial assistant for several 
months, but alerted by Jamie's growth in size, we were not totally surprised when she brought in 
a beautiful baby boy one day and told us she was turning in her red pencils for diapers and 
formula. Most recently we were alerted to an applicant who came in for another opening at 
headquarters, and have since hired Beth Collison, who has a history of writing experience, as 
Jamie's replacement. 

As public relations director, Glenn B. Smedley serves as an adjunct member of the editorial 
office, but his desk is right outside our door and we like to keep him close. In matters of style 
and grammar, he remains our chosen mentor, and his concise reporting and writing have come 
to our aid on several occasions when we have found ourselves overburdened. Glenn's light- 
hearted column, “Numismatic Vignettes," continues to be a favorite with readers as reflected in 
our readership survey. 

Along with Glenn we must give recognition to the other regular contributors to The 
Numismatist who give so willingly of their time and effort: David R. Cervin, Virgil Hancock, 
Ernst Kraus, H. Joseph Levine, David E. Schenkman, and the AN ACS staff of Ed Fleischmann, 
John Hunter, and Tom DeLorey. Geneva Karlson, author of the column, "ABC's of 
Numismatics," for several years, retired as ANA librarian on October 31st, but the library page 
continues with the talented reviews of our new librarian, Nancy Stith. Recognized also are 
occasional and frequent contributors Q. David Bowers, David L. Ganz, Kenneth Hallenbeck, 
and Leon T. Lindheim. Special thanks go to Margo Russell, editor of Coin World, for her 
assistance and loan of materials on many occasions. 

Persis Wolf, who plans to leave the ANA following her marriage in September, has done 
special photographic service for the editorial department these past two years in her role as 
ANACS darkroom technician, and we are all sorry to see her go. As convention coordinator, 
Ruthann Brettell continues to be our cohort in preparing all convention-related printed matter, 
and she always remains an invaluable aid in our understanding of executive policy. All of the 
staff at ANA headquarters does its best to assist the editorial department when called upon. 

With our readership survey fresh at hand, we hope to continue with the style and format of 
the magazine which our readers seem to favor, and hopefully we can instigate some of the ideas 
for articles respondents wished to see. But our material comes from you, and since the majority 
of our members surveyed collect early and modern U.S. coinage, we hope (once again) that next 
year will see more articles submitted on this topic. Comments, compliments, and criticisms are 
always welcomed so that we may further know the feelings of our readers.

Publications 

With continuity of the editorial staff and printer. The Numismatist has maintained its high 
quality and punctuality of mailing. One flaw developed in the previous years' smooth operation 
when our accommodating typesetter went out of business, but the loyalty to us of one of its 
former employees and extra effort by our staff has kept production on schedule. Complaints are 
still heard from members about late receipt of their copies, but all are mailed simultaneously 
within the first few days of the month. 
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Editor N. Neil Harris has received much deserved credit for the very appropriate and 
attractive covers on the 1979 issues. He shares praise for the contents with associate editor 
Patricia Black and advertising coordinator Terri Bakken/Carter. Truly it would be difficult to 
find peers for these three — together they compose an unbeatable editorial department. 

Unknown to practically every member, they have produced other publications, such as this 
annual report, the convention program and banquet menu. 

With all of its ability and devotion, editorial could not prevent a modest increase in 
publication costs. However, an average increase of 6% in costs was partially offset by a 5% 
increase in income from advertising (effective January 1, 1979) and subscriptions, resulting in a 
3.6% net increase in the cost per page of The Numismatist. 

By arrangement with the Creative Services Division of the the R.R. Donnelley & Sons 
Company, printer of The Numismatist, a readership survey was conducted of our magazine. A 
professionally prepared questionnaire with 21 parts was printed and inserted in 2700 issues of 
the May issue. These were mailed to every tenth member on a random geographical basis. 
Although somewhat more were returned eventually, the analysis was based on 450 
questionnaires returned by the stated deadline or 16% of those mailed. 

Returns were reasonably proportional to the various geographical areas (e.g., 13% from 
California that has 12% of our membership, 10% from New York that has 11%). Among classes 
of members, the only one out of proportion with membership percentages was Junior where the 
return was very low (only 1 instead of an anticipated 9) and influenced the breakdown by age 
brackets to some extent. 

Factual information about the readership as revealed by the survey returns include the 
following. Age group: 19-34, 25%; 35-49, 28%; 50-65, 33%; older, 13%. Sex: male, 97%; 
female, 3%. Years of membership in ANA: 10. Years of collecting: 22 (indication — ANA 
should attempt to reach more novice collectors). 

Among the 450 respondents, 347 classified themselves as hobbyists (74%), 51 as investors 
(15%), and 38 as dealers (11%). 

As would be expected, there were overlaps in the ' areas of interest," numerous respondents 
indicating two or more interests. Of the total indicating interest, 67% noted coins, 16% paper 
money, 7% each tokens and medals, and 3% "other exonumia." Among those checking coins, 
37% indicated early U.S., 34% modern U.S., 14% modern foreign, 5% medieval, 6% ancient, 
and 3.5% did not indicate any special area of coins. In the field of paper money, 61% checked 
U.S., 21% foreign, 13% scrip, and 5% no breakdown. 

From the foregoing one can determine that roughly 25% of all readers prefer articles on early 
U.S. coins, 23% favor modern U.S. coins, 10% U.S. paper money, 9% modern foreign coins, 

7% tokens and 7% medals, 2% to 4% favor ancient or medieval coins, foreign or scrip paper 
money, and 7% are indefinite. 

Another question regarding feature articles indicated that 78% felt that there was a good 
balance between historical and numismatic information in them. Nineteen per cent believed they 
were heavy on history while the remaining 3% wanted more history and less numismatic 
information. 

There seems to be no indication by these responses that any particular changes in the feature 
portion of the magazine would make it more acceptable to the membership. 

Turning to the regular departments or columns, of which 16 were evaluated by the 
respondents, the top half were, in order of reader interest: Featuring Fakes, AN ACS, From Your 
President, Advertising Section, Numismatic Vignettes, Letters and New/Recent Isssues (tied). 
Association News and Calendar of Events (tied), and Notes/Queries. A sidelight of this 
tabulation and other parts of the questionnaire is that information dealing with spurious coins is 
high on the popularity list. 

Other queries related to The Numismatist revealed the following opinions. The magazine was 
rated as the greatest advantage of membership by 61% of respondents (the library was second 
with 14.5%). Ninety-two percent of 440 favored the long-standing 6" x 9" size of the magazine, 
and approximately half save their magazines. There was no predominate subject listed under 
"suggested articles,"' although U.S. coins (general and specific) were mentioned frequently, and 
certification and grading often. 

Not related to the magazine but pertinent to Association activities were these topics. ANA 
Membership Directory: 57% of 432 respondents would not be interested; 65% of 421 would not 
purchase one if available; and 61% of 422 would not want their name and address listed. 
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Eighty-one per cent of the respondents were aware of an organized group (club) in their area but 
only 57% had attended any of their functions. 

Perhaps the closing sentence of the compiler's summary is pertinent at this point: "A survey is 
a good time for a member to air complaints anonymously; only two or three negative comments 
came through — another indication of the membership's overall satisfaction with the magazine. 

It is obviously not practical to cover and bring out all details of such a survey in a reasonable 
length summary. It should be perused and used as a guide in making decisions by all elected and 
appointed officers and concerned staff members.

ANA Certification Service 

The certification service (ANACS) has completed another record-breaking year. The number 
of coins, and consequently the dollar volume of fees, has shown a slow but steady increase over 
the past years. This would seem to prove that the changes in techniques and procedures that 
were instituted at the time the ANACS office was moved from Washington to Colorado Springs 
made the entire operation more effective and more reliable. 

ANACS hasn't yet felt the full impact of the newly instituted grading service. The first coins 
for grading were received in early March of this year. For some time all of the coins submitted 
for grading have been graded by the three ANACS authenticators and then sent to at least one 
grading consultant. As the staff gains confidence in grading, fewer coins will need to go to 
consultants, and the turn-around time will be shortened considerably. The grade of the coin is 
shown on the certificate, along with the date the coin was examined. The grades, one for 
obverse and one for the reverse, are the grades of the coin as of that date. We cannot guarantee 
that the coin will not be mishandled after being returned to the submitter. 

Letters and phone calls from collectors all over the United States have proved to our 
satisfaction that the mini-seminars'' put together by the ANACS staff have been a tremendous 
benefit to collectors, dealers, and the Association. We have tried diligently to hold the seminars 
down to one per month. For those who do not know what these ''mini-seminars'' are, a short 
explanation is in order. 

A sponsoring organization — either a local club, an individual, or a state or regional 
organization — agrees to pay the expenses of two ANACS staff members. Then we travel to the 
city designated by the organization and put on a one, two, or three day seminar. We show the 
attendants, via slides and projected line drawings, the diagnostic characteristics of various coins 
that we look for in our everyday work in authentication. Generally, the sponsoring organization 
charges those who wish to attend the seminar a small fee to help cover the cost of our travel, 
hotel, and meals. Everybody benefits without any cost to the Association — and the Association 
reaps an added bonus of an informal and unofficial public relations group. 

ANACS has instituted several other programs that can benefit ANA members. These new 
programs are geared toward the educational aspects of numismatics, especially the detection of 
counterfeit and altered coins. We've expanded our photographic capabilities so that we can now 
provide collectors with enlarged photographs of details of coins as we see them through our 
stereomicroscopes. Things such as mintmark shape, tooling to add or remove details, and die 
polishing can be shown without the need for wordy explanations. We've also, on a very limited 
scale, begun to loan out coin detection slide programs to coin clubs for their meeting programs. 

Finally, the first two ANACS reports were shipped to subscribers during the week of May 28. 
These reports, using enlarged details of coins, show the difference between genuine and 
counterfeit or altered coins. The reports are photographic prints which eliminate the normal dot 
pattern that is present on half-tone images on the printed pages of The Numismatist and other 
publications. 

All of these ANACS programs have been aimed at helping our members help themselves, 
while the programs themselves remain self-supporting. 
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During the past fiscal year, ANACS received 11,083 coins for authentication (a few of them 
for grading also), of which 39 (0.35%) were returned without a decision. The net income from 
authentication and grading was $175,668; donations equaled $14,001; the photo service brought 
in $10,679; making a total net income of $200,348. 

The authenticators fully appreciate the important parts played by staff members Mary 
Thompson, Kristen Doerffel, Brenda Lear, and Persis Wolf. Without them, who would open and 
record items as received, answer inquiries, make photographs, develop negatives and make 
prints, weigh coins, prepare certificates, package and return items, etcetera! 

We are aware of the important roles of our authentication and grading consultants and thank 
them for their invaluable services. They are, of course, paid — $1 each, annually.

Librarian 

A milestone in the history of the ANA library during the past year was the retirement of our 
long time librarian, Geneva Karlson, on November 1st. Her efforts to develop the library from 
an uncatalogued collection of books into an organized, cohesive library have been invaluable to 
our organization. We greatly appreciate her dedication and accomplishments. 

In December we hired another library assistant, Pat Miller, bringing the library staff to one 
full-time professional librarian and two full-time library assistants. Pat has proven to be a 
valuable asset to the library. The increase in staff was critical since the publication of the new 
library catalogue has greatly increased the circulation of materials. During the calendar year of 
1978, the library staff sent out 4061 items (books, periodicals and auction catalogues). This is an 
increase in circulation of 51% over 1977. Sales of the library catalogue continue at a steady 
pace; 381 were sold during the fiscal year 1978-79. 

Work has begun on improving the slide program. Since February four new sets have been 
added; two on ancient coins from Seaby's, one entitled “Ships on Coins," and one on Morgan 
dollar varieties. We are also using thinner slide mounts and larger type in the notes for the new 
sets. The new mounts will fit in a standard home slide projector. During the 1978-79 fiscal year 
656 slide sets were sent out by library assistant Debbie Brooks, who has very competently 
handled the scheduling and shipping of the slides. 

Work has also begun on the index to The Numismatist with the cooperation of Governor 
Kurt Krueger and Krause Publications. 

In addition to special activities, the routine work of the library continues. The past fiscal 
year brought about the addition of 378 books, 1895 auction catalogues, and 3514 periodicals. 

In order to make room for these additions, the two library assistants now share the former 
librarian’s office, and additional shelving was purchased in March to fill the area which was 
used by the library assistant. That shelving is now nearly filled with auction catalogues and 
slide sets. Another task of the staff is answering correspondence. We have received and 
answered an average of 150 letters each month from members and non-members asking for 
information. 

In September Frank and Laurese Katen held an auction which included duplicate literature 
donated to the ANA library. The sale realized $6579 for the library. Other monies received

Increasing prices for numismatic items necessitate that the collector be more informed 
about the material he collects.

Official Coronation Medals 
of Great Britain 

The custom of issuing a special medal on the occasion of the Sovereign’s crowning appears to 
have begun with the Coronation of Edward VI in 1547 when a large cast and chased piece was 
created. In the course of time the medals were reduced in size. Under James I they were first 
distributed to spectators at the ceremony. This latter practice was discontinued early ip the 19 th 
century although Coronation commemoratives continued to be struck for every reign including 
that of Queen Elizabeth II.
